' Patrolman John H. Patterson of the Sixth 
Police District, had a desperate fight with 
Ned O'Connell, who is under arrest for 
horse stealing, and nearly a dozen men ‘who 
assisted him. 

Though the policemar! was Sgelly tri- 
umphant and three of his assailants are 
prisoners, he sustained severe injuries. His 
ekull ia fractured and two bones in his 
right hand are broken. 

Patrolman Patterson lives at 5593 Wells 
avenue. He retired early Monday night and 
a@t about 10 o'clock he was aroused by Jesse 
Ruby of %91 Welle avenue. Ruby told the 
policeman that Ned O'Connell had called 
him out of his house and had cut at him 
with a huge knife. The aid of the police- 
man was invoked. 

Patterson sprang from his bed and hastily 
drew on his clothes. He put a revolver and 
a billy in his pocket and ran down Wells 
avenue. At the mouth of an alley he saw 
‘O'Connell and noticed that O'Connell was 
surrounded by a dozen of his friends. 
Among them he recognized Tam Lee and 
Will O'Connell.

the gang of O'Connell's friends, whehad 
recovered from the Policeman's blows, 
again attacked Patterson. The policeman 
saw that he would have trouble in holding 
his prisoner, #0 he dealt him a stunning 
blow on the head with his club. O'Connell 
fell and Patterson put his foot on the body 
of his prostrate prisoner and waited for the 
battle. 

There were many of the attacking party, 
and as the attack took place in the open, 
the gang surrounded the policeman and 
fought him desperately. , 

Patterson w ben Lee coming toward 
him with a htgé@ boulder in his hand. Lee 
drew back-and hurled it- with all his migat. 
It atruck the policeman on the side of the 
head and he fell to the ground unconscious, 
While he Was down the attacking party con- 
tinued to beat him. 

How long Patterson was unconscious he 
does not know, but it could not have been 
long, The garg was still around him. He 
reached for his revolver and drew it from 
his pocket. He pointed at the crowd and 
pressed the trigger. It snapped, but there 
Was no explosion. He tried to #ehoot several 
times, but each time it failed. 

The valueless revolver was eufficient to 
frighten the crowd of hoodlume away.

Descending by a slight gradation from 
ithe plane of the politician to that of the 
lcriminal, he plays less poker than he did 
in the days of his wealth. In_189) he was 
accused of passing $60,000 of forged notes 
on his father’s estate. The same year at 
Nashville, Tenn., he swindled Frank Shaw, 
'a bookmaker, out of $1000 by a forged tele- 
‘gram, In 1892 he, with James De Witt, 
the forger, passed a forged $50 check on

He combined with his fe or be op-° 
erations on the Chicago Board of Trade. 
His drop from respectabllity was like the 
falling of a rocket stick. He played wheat, 
and did it so heavily that when he came 
to the Chicago Board of Trade men followed 
to see what he would do so that they might 
imitate. 

All this time Whiteman was surrounded 
by people who might have been the making 
of him had he chosen to follow them. He 
had the entree of certain social circles in 
St. Paul, where culture-and refinement pre- 
vailed. 

Whiteman quit the Board of Trade prac- 
tically bankrupt. He played one recorded 
game of. poker in Minnesota after that, 
where in one bet he lost $3500, but it was 
his swan's song. His father was dead; he 
had inherited from the estate but $30,000, 
his lumber and wheat were sold out; he 
was politically wrecked and at 29 he had 
life to commence again on one or two 
roads—labor or swindling. 

Whiteman apparently calculated all the 
chances in regard to his eituation, for after 
his defeat for Congress in 1890 he deliber- 
ately. quit Minnesota, tried a couple of 
years of life in New York, began playing 
the races and for swindling was barred 
the Eastern tracks. He tangled up 
hie father'a estate to that extent that he 
was deliberately charged with swindling it, 
and then became the companion of forgers 

d thieves. 
an Se ‘let go his grip on respectability, the 
friends of better days, fame and political 
honor, and stepped down to the level of a 
swindler. One of the remarkable features 
of this career is that he has never yet 
spent one hour in a penitentiary. Convicted 
time and time again, he always escapes Just 
at the moment the authorities regard his 
ment most certain.

No one is 
admitted into Collins’ presence without his 
consent, so, taking the visitor’s card, ths 
jailer ascended the winding steps in the jail 
corridor and returned, bringing the required 
consent. 

Following, the visitor heard the unlock- 


ing of the iron door and, looking up, be- 
held John Collins standing with extended 


hand. 

“I am very. glad to see you,” he said 
earnestly. “Hello, there!’’ was the next re- 
mark, as the presence of a person: following 
was noticed. “This is my sister,”’ said the 
young man, as the heavy door was pulled 
to and locked, introducing a-sweet-faced, 
auburn-haired gir] dressed in black. Miss 
Collins carried several packages, evidently 
delicacies. These she placed upon the table. 
All of this reminded the visitor of the flow- 
ers brought for John Collins, and these 
were gratefully received by him. Reaching 
for a tall vase from s desk, he filled it 
With water and plac the flowers in it. 
His hand shook and he said with a half 
smile: “You see, I amia little nervous.”’ 

“You are evidently not forgotten by your 
friends,’ said the visitor, looki around 
at the profusion of. fipwers which graced 
the cell. The cell is:ift itself a very com- 
fortable one. with two windows, one on the 
north and one on the east. e floor is 
covered with Indian s and over the cot 
is a bright-colored Navajo blanket. 

“IT see you have yourpwriting desk,’ said 
the visitor, referring to.a light wood escre- j 
toire in the corner ofthe cell. 

“Yes,”" returned the youre man with a 
half smile, “you know I have gained quite 
a reputation as a letter writer.’ ° 

‘Besides the desk, cot, two tables and ata- 
tionary washstand, there were two chairs 
im the cell and, in the rocking chair sup- 
plied with a palm leaf fan, the visitor was 
made as comfortable as possible. Collins 
sat upon the cot and conversed as freely as 
if he had been receiving in his own parlor 

In spite of the stories of his breaking 
health he has to all appearances changed 
little since his departure from Kansas IU'ni- 
versity. His complexion is clear and his 
cheeks red. He said that he was €eeling 
well with the exception of the slight ner- , 
vousness caused by the lack of any regu- 
lar exercise. Th'is is very natural, as John 
Collins is a man of fire physique and the 
monotonous inertia of confinement could 
not but distress him in some degree. t 

“If I appeag worn and nervous.” said he, 
“the newspapérs say I am breaking down, 
If | seem well and at ease they call me a i 
cold-blooded, hard-hearted degenerate. 
Here’s another shot,”’ he said, picking up 
@ paper just brought In. 

“I should think it would worry 
read the papers,’ said. the visitors. 

“No,” he replied, “‘it used to hurt me. but 
I guess I am becoming hardened now. I 
take two daily papers and read all others 
that refer to the affatr.’’ :

“WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—The following is an official 
statement given out by authority of the President to-day: 

In order to remove any misapprehension in regard to the. 9 
negotiations as to peace between the United States and Spain — 
it is deemed proper to say that the terms offered by the United 7 
States to Spain in the note handed to the Frefich Ambassador +4 : 
on Saturday last. are in substance as follows: | 

The President does not now put forward any claim for 
pecuniary indemnity, but requires the relinquishment of all 
claim of sovereignty over or title to the Island of Cuba, as 
well as the immediate evacuation by Spain of the island. 

The cession to the United States and immediate evacua- 
tion of Porto Rico and other islands under Spanish sov- 
ereignty in the Wést Indies, and the like session of an island 
in the Ladrones. 

The United States will occupy and hold the city, bay and 
harbor ofsManila, pending the conclusion of a treaty of peace 
which shall determine the control, disposition and govern- 
ment of the Philippines. If these terms are accepted by Spain 
in their entirety, it is stated that commissioners will be 
named by the United States to meet commissioners on the 
part of Spain for the purpose of concluding a treaty of peace 
on the basis above indicated. §

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 2.—The following 
is a letter from Major-General Joseph 
Wheeler, received by the editor of the Tus- 
cumbia Dispatch. Accompanying the letter 
was a leaf from the tree under which nego- 
tiations were made for the surrender of the 
Spanish soldiers under Gen, Toral at San- 
tiago: 

“Headquarters Cavalry Division, United 
States Army, Before Santiago, Cuba, July 
17, 1898.—My Dear Friend: We have just re- 
turned from the concluding ceremonies of 
the capitulation, Gen. Shafter and the oth- 
er generais, with their staffs and one com- 
pany of cavairy, marohed out to the sub- 
urbs of Santiago at 9 o'clock this morning. 
We were there met by Gen. Toral and his 
officers and a body of Spanish troops, They 
formed line, facing our line of. trocps, and 
presented arms. At the same time the 
Spanish fag was hauled down from the 
palace and Gen. Toral was authorized to 
salute his flag by firing 21 guns, Gen. Shaft- 
er then gave to Gen. Torai the-sword and 
spurs of Gen. Vara del Rey, who was kilied 
in the fight of July 1 Gen. Toral then 
marched his troops Lack and all his soldiers 
gave up their arms ao. they were put in 
the arsenal. The entire Spanteh army then 
marched oul and were put in camp without 
any arms abou: a mile and a half this side 


the town—that is, to the east of it. 

“Gen. Shafter and myself then rode into 
the town, followed by the other Generals 
and etaffs, all arranged according to rank 
We were conducted to the paiace where 
we were introdticed to the civil govern- 
ment, to all the officials and to the arch.

McCoy says: “I will win.’’ 

Hie even goes further and tells why he 
will win.’ He says 

“I believe I will win for the simple reason 
that I am a better ring general than Cor- 
bett, can hit harder and will be in better 
condition. Condition and generalship will 
win the fight at Cheektowago. Corbett has 
the advantage of weight and height, but in 
no other respect. He will find me quite as 
hard to hit as others have found him. I am 
confident I ghall win inside of ® rounds, 

“I desire to say that this bout. between 
Corbett and myself is not for the cham- 
pionship and I do not desire any one to be 
misied on that point. Fitzsimmons is tne 
champion, and when I get through with 
Corbett I will fight Witz for the title. 

‘While my relations with Corbett are not 
very friendly, I wish to go on record as de- 
nouncing the action of the sanctimonious 
Benjamin of Allenhurst, who ordered Cor- 
bett off the ball fleld simply because the 
latter was a boxer. Il would like to ask 
Benjamin, or any one holding his views, on 
what ground they presume to discriminate 
against a boxer. In what respect is a foot- 
ball player, a baseball player or an oars- 
man superior to a boxer? 

“Providing a boxer behaves himself and 
conforms to the law, why is he not en- 
titled to just as much consideration as an 
athlete in any other branch of physical 
sport? 

‘In all contests where strength, skill and 
quickness are factors the participants are 
subjected to greater or less injuries, and 
records have proved time and again that 
football or other sports of that character 
number victims far in excess of boxing. 
So long as the human race exists there 
will endure a love for feats of strength and 
courage, and boxing will continue to be one 
of the leading mediums for its expression. 

“Nine out of ten men like to see glove 
contests, and those who say they do not 
admire it, and attempt to cry it down,, are 
hypocritical. Furthermore, let me say that 
there is a law in New York State permit- 
ting glove contests, and fanatics should re- 
member the fact. 

“I heartily indorse the point that cham- 
pionships should be decided on the results 
of limited bouts. Origina@lly a champion- 
ship was settled with bare fists. an ' 
fight was continued till one or the other oF 
the contestants was exhausted. That was 
barbarous, and deserved to be done away 
with. Under the humane Queensberry 
rules, if a contestant is unable to gain 
his feet in 10 seconds the bout ends there. 
In a majority of cases the referee stops 
the contest as soon as one béxer shows 
decided superiority ovtér his opponent. The 
law prohibits finish fights, and I think the 
SRampenenD rules should conform to the

TAXING BILLS OF LADING.
